Looking  back  through  these  records, 
a  tremendous  improvement  in  the  services  and  conditions  of  the 
area  is  very  evident,  and  one  hopes,  with  some  conviction,  that 
as  a  result  of  the  changed  pattern  of  administration,  and  its 
different  priorities,  similar  progress  will  be  seen  in  the  future.

Officer  of  Health  in  the  South  Gloucestershire  area,  I  must  record 
my  thanks  to  all  those  persons  and  agencies  who  have  given  their 
help  and  co-operation  over  the  years,  and  without  whom  such 
progress  as  there  has  undoubtedly  been,  would  not  have  been 
possible.

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It  will  be  seen  that,  in  Kingswood  U.D.  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  there  was  a  decline  in  population;  that  the  main  con¬ 
tributing  district  to  the  general  increase  in  population  was  again  Sodbury  and  that  over  the  period  reviewed  the  population  of 
the  South  Gloucestershire  area  increased  by  26,550. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  infant  deaths  is  21  and  that  well  over  half  of  these  (15)  occurred  under  the  age  of 
four  weeks.  The  Registrar  General  classified  16  of  the  deaths  under  the  three  categories  Congenital  Abnormality,  Birth  Injury 
or  Difficult  Labour,  and  Perinatal  Mortality.

Cancer  (all  forms)  accounted  for  278  deaths  out  of  a  total  of 
1.239.  78  were  due  to  lung  cancer,  of  which  58  were  men  (i.e. 
72%). 

There  were  357  deaths  from  Coronary  Thrombosis  (No.  28 
Ischaemic  Heart  Disease).  218  of  these  were  men. 

The  three  main  causes  of  death.  Cancer  (No.  19),  Cardio¬ 
vascular  conditions  (No.  25  to  30  inclusive  and  46  (6)  and 
Respiratory  Disease  (31  to  33  plus  46  (7),  alone  account  for  1,073 
out  of  the  1,239  deaths. 

Violent  deaths  numbered  27  of  which  8  were  due  to  road 
accidents,  and  12  to  other  forms  of  accident. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  one  death  from  meningo¬ 
coccal  meningitis,  and  one  from  measles.  Both  are  unusual.  The 
former  occurred  in  a  woman  of  early  middle  age,  and  the  latter 
in  a  child  under  the  age  of  five  years.

Disposable  sacks  are  used  in  small  outlying  areas, 
and  all  receptacles  are  provided  by  the  Council  as  a  rate  borne 
charge. 

Bulk  refuse  is  collected  weekly  on  request,  free  of  charge, 
and  residents  are  provided  with  free  facilities  for  tipping  refuse. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Domestic  refuse  is  processed  at  the  pulverisation  plant  at 
Carsons  Road,  Mangotsfield,  which  also  handles  the  crude 
domestic  refuse  from  Kingswood  and  Mangotsfield  Urban  Districts 
The  entire  output  from  the  plant  is  tipped  at  the  Claypits  Tip, 
Tower  Road  North,  Warmley. 

General  operations  of  the  tip  has  been  satisfactory,  and  routine 
measures  have  been  taken  to  deal  v/ith  mal-odours,  flies  and 
rodents.  Because  of  the  high  tipping  level  reached,  site  water  is  no 
longer  a  major  problem. 

The  Claypits  site  at  Tower  Road  North  has  been  completed, 
tipping  is  now  in  progress  at  Shortwood  Tip.

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  maintain  a  free  service  for  domestic  premises  and 
a  rechargeable  service  for  business  and  agricultural  premises. 
Fixed  price  contracts,  renewable  annually,  continue  to  be  popular 
with  commercial  and  agricultural  undertakings. 

Mice  are  still  the  most  difficult  pest  to  eliminate;  the  only 
effective  method  to  deal  with  them  is  to  use  all  the  rodenticides 
available,  but  as  always  prevention  is  better  than  a  cure.

FOOD  COMPLAfiSSTS 

A  variety  of  food  complaints  were  received  during  the  year, 

and  a  selection  is  given  below :  — 

1.  A  pound  of  shelled  peanuts  were  found  to  contain  a  dead 
mouse.  The  Council  authorised  prosecution  but  the  purchaser 
was  not  prepared  to  offer  evidence. 

2.  A  case  of  spaghetti  was  found  to  contain  an  excessive  amount 
of  tin.  A  further  can  with  excess  tin  was  found  at  the  vendor’s 
premises,  and  it  was  determined  that  the  cans  were  old  stock 
that  should  have  been  removed  from  sale.  The  complainant 
was  unwilling  to  give  formal  evidence,  but  Regional  Suppliers 
carried  out  an  investigation  to  trace  any  remaining  stock. 

3.  Chocolate  coated  biscuits  appeared  to  be  covered  by  small 
colonies  of  organisms.  Analysis  showed  that  the  discoloured 
raised  areas  were  “fat  bloom”  caused  by  storage  at  an  un¬ 
suitably  high  temperature. 

4.  It  was  alleged  that  a  joint  of  pork  was  tainted  with  disinfectant 
Investigation  revealed  that  it  had  been  necessary  to  disinfect 
an  abattoir  lavage,  and  that  pigs  had  been  admitted  soon 
afterwards.
